a  variety  of  causes  in  operation,  calculated  to  \ 
produce  such  an  effect.  In  the  first  place,  there  is  a  great  j 
diversity  of  opinion  among  good  men  here  at  the  north ; 
not  so  much  a  diversity  of  opinion  respecting  the  nature  ( 
of  slavery  itself,  for  on  the  abstract  question  of  the  right  ( 
of  man  to  hold  his  fellow  man  as  properly,  there  is  no  good 
man  whose  whole  soul  does  not  revolt  from  such  a  propo- 
.-'ition.  I  trust  we  all  agree,  that  an  attempt  on  the  part 
of  one  man  to  hold  another  man  as  property,  subject  to 
sale  and  transfer  and  contract  as  such,  is  among  the  high¬ 
est  wrongs  that  man  can  inflict  on  his  fellow  man.  It  is 
a  high-banded  invasion  of  the  prerogatives  of  Almighty 
God,  who  alone  has  this’rigbt  of  absolute  proprietorship. 
We  are  kis  properly,  bc'-ause  he  created  us,  and  because 
he  upholds  us;  and  furthermore,  because  he  has  made  us  ^ 
subject  to  bis  moral  goveroment  and  accountable  at  his 
bar  for  our  own  conduct.  And  when  a  man  assumes  this 
proprietorship  and  control,  it  is  an  invasion  of  the  rights 
:  of  God,  of  such  a  character  that  I  dare  not  trust  myself  to  ' 
speak  of  it  as  it  deserves.  On  this  point  I  presume  there  ^ 
is,  there  can  be,  but  one  sentiment  among  us.  ^ 

But  tkere  is  a  division  among  ns  as  to  the  best  measures 
to  be  adopted  to  do  away  this  evil.  And  this  division  ha.-  ^ 
sometimes  produced  a  considerable  excitement;  more,  I 
think,  than  there  has  been  just  occasion  for.  It  becomes 
us,  therefoie,  as  a  body  of  Christians,  to  come  to  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  subject  with  the  best  feelings,  and  with 
great  consideration,  and  in  the  exercise  of  that  Christian 
love  which  thinketh  no  evil  and  is  not  easily  provoked ;  and 
at  the  same  time  with  the  resolution  to  speak  out  plainly 
and  faithfully  what  we  believe  to  be  true,  in  the  ears  of 
our  brethren  at  the  south  and  in  Scotland  and  all  over  the 
world. 

Sir,  because  there  are  some  in  the  free  states  who  go  be¬ 
yond  what  I  think  is  best,  in  seeking  the  removal  of  this 
evil,  and  are  uUraists,  I  am  not  disposed  therefore  to  bi 
driven  to  the  other  extreme.  There  is  a  double  %dtraism 
on  this  subject  among  us.  Because  some  of  us  think  ' 
that  the  abolitionists  go  too  far,  we  are  in  great  danger  ol 
not  going  far  enongh  to  discharge  the  duty  which  we  owe 
to  (Sod,  and  to  onr  country,  and  to  our  fellow  men  who 
are  held  io  slavery.  If  we  think  the  abolitionists  are  run¬ 
ning  to  one  extreme,  we  must  take  care  not  to  go  the 
other. 

For  myself,  I  think  the  report  is  just  right.  And  I 
have  just  risen  to  admonish  myself  and  others,  of  the  dan¬ 
ger  of  sinking  down  into  a  total  apathy  on  the  subject, 
and  ceasing  to  speak  of  slavery  as  we  ought,  and  shut¬ 
ting  our  mouths  in  regard  to  this  tremendous  evil,  through 
tear  ot  being  identified  with  those  whose  course  we  do 
not  in  all  respects  approve. 

Sir,  our  country  has  slept  long  enough  on  this  subject. 

It  is  time  we  should  wake  up  and  act.  At  the  same  time, 

I  believe  it  is  necessary  fur  us  to  be  wise  as  serpents  and 
harmless  as  doves.  'We  ought  to  consider  fully  all  the 
obstacles  there  are  to  action,  and  to  count  the  cost,  as  ev¬ 
ery  wise  man  will  do,  of  every  step,  and  then  in  full  view 
of  all  the  cost,  GO  FORWARD,  in  a  right  spirit,  and  do 
our  duty.  Let  our  southern  brethren  know  that  we  will 
not  sleep  any  longer;  that  we  will  not  infringe  on  a  sin¬ 
gle  right  secured  to  them  by  the  constituiiou,  nor  violate 
a  single  constitutional  obligation  of  our  own ;  but  that  we 
do  regard  slavery  as  a  great  moral  evil,  which  effects  us 
and  the  whole  church  and  we  will  not  be  deterred  from 
speaking  out  in  regard  to  it. 

For  one,  Mr.  Moderator,  I  confess  I  never  could  see  the 
force  of  the  objections  which  some  have  made  against 
British  Christians,  and  all  Christians,  every  where,  speak¬ 
ing  out  their  views  on  the  subject  of  American  slavery  to 
American  Christians.  I  see  no  impropriety  in  it.  Slave¬ 
ry,  sir,  is  a  subject  which  affects  the  vital  principles  of 
Christianity.  And  wherever  there  is  any  evil  that  criesout 
so  in  the  face  of  the  whole  world  and  of  high  heaven  as 
this  does,  it  is  the  duly  of  all  Christians  to  speak  out,  and 
remonstrate  till  it  is  removed. 

There  is  a  spirit  of  bitter  zeal  in  this  age,  which  gets 
into  every  thing ;  especially  into  those  things  which  ex¬ 
cite  much  feeling.  And  slavery  is  a  very  exciting  sub¬ 
ject.  No  man  who  is  unpolluted  can  think  of  it  without 
the  deepest  feeling.  And  there  is  great  danger  of  treat¬ 
ing  our  southern  breibreu  harshly.  But,  sir,  we  must 
speak  out,  and  tell  the  truth,  as  this  report  does. 

Sir,  I  am  glad  our  Scottish  brethren  have  spoken  as 
they  have  to  the  churches  of  Vermont.  They  may  have 
spoken  severely,  but  we  can  make  allowances ;  we  can 
overlook  even  a  degree  of  bitterness,  in  coo.sideration  of 
the  greatness  of  the  subject.  I  do  not  wonder  that  British 
Christians  feel  strongly  on  the  subject.  It  is  very  natural 
they  should  view  it  in  a  strong  light,  when  we  consider 
how  long  ago  they  abolished  the  slave  trade,  and  how  no¬ 
bly  they  have  recently  abolished  slavery  itself.  Our  Bri. 
lish  brethren  do  not  see  all  the  difficulties  with  which  the 
subject  presents  itself  to  us.  And  if  they  speak  strongly, 
and  if  their  agents  that  they  send  out  to  us,  speak  strongly 
and  even  severely,  we  must  consider  the  position  they  oc¬ 
cupy,  and  we  must  forgive  liem. 

And,  sir,  our  Southern  brethren  ought  to  do  the  same 
thing  to  us.  They  ought  to  consider  the  position  which 
we  occupy ;  that  we  have  never  been  in  a  situation  to  have 
our  moral  sensibilities  blunted  by  slaveholding,  and  we 
speak  strongly  because  our  feelings  and  principles  are  un¬ 
adulterated  ’ey  the  pernicious  influence  of  slavery,  and 
they  must  forgive  ns  and  hear  us. 

After  a  few  slight  verbal  emendations,  the  report  was 
adopted,  unanimously.

The  generality  of  young  men  who  come  forward  to  the 
ministry  are  just  of  an  age  to  look  forward  with  great  an¬ 
ticipations.  They  have  not  yet  learned  how  very  little 
man  has  it  in  his  power  to  accomplish.  They  have  not 
learned  what  constitutes  iu/luence.  There  is  a  great 
proneness  to  reckon  every  thing  ariihmetically.  Thus  it 
is  often  regarded  as  the  most  pressing  argument  for  for¬ 
eign  missions,  that  there  are  so  snany  heathen.  To  the 
eye  of  the  young  aspirant,  these  masses  are  the  subjects 
he  is  to  influence,  whereas  his  influence,  as  a  preacher,  is 
only  the  influence  of  truth  upon  individual  minds.  And 
if  there  were  only  one  or  two  families  within  his  reach, 
and  he  can  bring  them  to  yield  to  the  truth,  he  has  exert¬ 
ed  an  influence  which  if  carried  out  may  be  fell  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth.  But  undei  the  delu.sion  of  this  arith¬ 
metical  argument,  our  young  men  go  away  where  they 
can  find  more  numbers,  because  they  think  that  i.s  the 
place  to  exert  influence.

The  population  of  Vermont  have  a  peculiar  character 
The  lazy  men  go  away  where  the  land  is  easier.  We 
need  a  ministry  of  peculiar  vigor— a  Vermont  minis 
try — such  as  cannot  come  from  abroad.  We  must  retain 


bably  be  interested  to  know  the  results  of  the  meeting  of 


the  Vermont  General  Convention  of  ministers,  I  oonelnd- 
ed  to  attend  myself,  that  1  might  see  with  my  own  eyes,

reports  which  have  been  circulated  respecting  their  influ¬ 
ence,  were  the  principal  occasion  of  the  famons  Connecti- 

order”  of  evangelists. 


cut  resolutions  airainst  the  whole 
When  1  was  at  New-Haven,  one  of  the  leading  ministers 
in  that  state  told  me  this.  ^ 


The  churches  in 
Connecticut  love  evangelists,  they  have  been  greatly 
blessed  under  the  labors  of  sueh  men  as  Mr,  Nettletoo ; 
but  we  had  beard  such  accounts  in  regard  to  certain 
men  from  the  state  of  New-York,  that  we  thoogbt  it  best, 
to  put  up  the  bars  in  season  to  keep  them  out.”  I  think, 
when  he  reads  our  recent  documents,  he  will  at  least  see 
that  there  are  two  sides  to  the  question,  and  I  cannot  but 
hope  that  he  and  many  other  respected  brethren  will  be 
fully  satisfied  that  their  alarms  are  wholly  unnecessary. 

It  is  supposed  by  some,  that  the  Connecticut  resolutions 
had  also  a  reference  to  Vermont  itself— and  were  design¬ 
ed  not  only  to  keep  Connecticut  safe  from  the  inroads  of 
these  evangelists,  but  also  to  strengthen  the  bands  and  in¬ 
crease  the  influence  ot  those  ministers  in  Vermont,  who 
were  zealously  laboring  to  create  an  overwhelming  pub¬ 
lic  sentiment  against  evangelists.  Be  that  as  it  may,  cer¬ 
tain  it  is,  that  those  who  have  taken  an  interest  in  this  con¬ 
troversy  have  been  looking  to  the  Vermont  Convention 
as  an  occasion  which  could  not  but  have  a  powerful  influ¬ 
ence  upon  the  future  course  of  the  churches. 

I  venture  to  say  that  no  part  of  our  country  enjoys  the 
labors  of  an  abler  or  better  body  of  pastors  than  Vermont. 
It  is  true  the  generality  of  them  are  scantily  dealt  with  as 
to  salaries,  and  many  of  the  congregations  are  small,  and 
often  reduced  by  emigration.  But  these  very  circumstan¬ 
ces  ot  hardship  keep  them  from  many  prejudicial  influen¬ 
ces  to  which  others  are  exposed.  The  ministers  of  Ver¬ 
mont  are  abundantly  able  to  manage  their  own  concerns. 
If  the  evils  of  protracted  meetings  and  evangelists  are 
such  as  require  the  interference  of  ecclesiastical  bodies, 
they  are  neither  too  blind  to  see  it  nor  too  timid  to  speak 
their  minds.  At  the  same  time,  the  general  spirit  of  mu¬ 
tual  esteem  and  confidence  which  has  long  prevailed 
among  them,  will  doubtless  long  continue  to  prevent  them 
from  rashly  jeoparding  their  unity  and  influence,  by  inter¬ 
posing  on  imaginary  or  inadequte  occasions.  Such  was 
my  estimation  of  them  fifteen  years  ago,  when  I  was  a 
resident  in  the  state,  and  such  on  going  among  them  again, 
1  find  them  to  be  still.  Let  ns  now  look  at  the 
GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Gkneral  Convention  of  Congregational  and  Pres¬ 
byterian  ministers  in  the  stale  of  Veimont,  met  at  Castle- 
ton,  on  Tuesday,  Sept.  13ih,  1836.  The  meeting  was 
opened  with  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buckham, of  Chel¬ 
sea,  from  2  Cor.  iv.  5.  “  For  we  preach  not  ourselves, 
but  Christ  Jesus  the  Lord,  and  ourselves  your  servants  for 
Jesus'  .‘Ake.”  The  discourse  was  an  elaborate  and  highly

A.  B.  C.  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

T\centy-sevtnlk  Annual  Aketing. 

Hartford,  September  Hih,  1836. 

Mr.  Benedict;  Dear  Sir — The  sessions  ol  the  annual 
meeting  of  iho  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  were  brought  to  a  close  on 
yesterday  morning,  and  now  according  to  your  request  I 
am  about  to  give  you  some  account  of  whai  was  said  and 
done.  You  must  not,  however,  expect  a  detailed  report  of 
these  things,  but  merely  a  very  general  sketch  or  outline  of 
the  more  important  part.  The  occasion  has  been  one  of 
much  interest— but  how  it  might  beai  a  comparison  with, 
past  one.s  of  a  similar  nature  1  know  not,  as  I  have  not 
enjoyed  the  privilege  of  being  present  but  at  this  season. 

The  attendance  on  the  pan  of  strangers  in  the  place 
was,  I  .should  .say,  quite  large,  and  the  sessions  commenc¬ 
ed  at  the  time  appointed,  with  the  venerable  President  of 
the  Board  in  the  chair,  and  two  of  the  Secretaries 
present,  (Mr.  Anderson  not  being  there.)  The  first  day 
was  spent  in  attending  to  the  usual  preliminaries,  hearing 
the  Annual  Report,  and  appointing  committees  on  its  se¬ 
veral  parts.  The  report  was  veiy  interesting.  It  was 
rendered  especially  so  by  the  disclosures  which  it  made  in 
regard  to  the  present  state  and  fuiure  prospects  of  the 
It  showed  the  former  to  be

The  committee  in  it  speak  of 
ig,  or  very  soon 
about  to  take  posses.sion  of  the  most  important  posts  in  the 
kingdoms  of  the  earth  ;  as  having  seized  or  preparing  to 
seize  all  the  vantage  grounds  and  garrisons  so  long  held 
by  Satan  in  the  spiritual  contest  for  this  world.  They  al¬ 
so  speak  of  the  missionary  spirit  as  being  beyond  the  funds 
now  at  command — I  mean  the  spirit  which  leads  to  self-con¬ 
secration  to  the  cause— for  it  was  stated  that  there  are  40  fa¬ 
milies  offering  to  go  abroad  who  have  been  advised  to  pause 
in  their  preparation  because  of  the  deficiency  in  the  trea¬ 
sury,  a  fact  viewed  in  one  light  rather  discouraging— but 
when  the  cause  of  the  deficiency  of  money  i.s  understood — 
that  is,  the  representation,  often  given  during  the  year, 
that  men  and  not  money  were  needed,  and  also  that  the 
receipts  of  the  Board  have  not  decreased  but  the  expen¬ 
ditures  have  increased — there  is  nothing  in  the  fact  stat* 
ed  which  is  not  rather  encouragmg. 

After  the  reading  of  the  report  was  finished  the  Board 
adjourned,  and  in  the  evening  the  annual  sermon  was  de¬ 
livered  hy  the  Rev.  Dr.  Codman  from  the  words — "Freely 
ye  have  received,  freely  give.”  The  object  of  the  dis¬ 
course  was  to  prove,  that  it  is  the  especial  duty  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Christians  who  have  so  freely  received,  to  do  much  for 
the  convetsion  of  the  world.  Of  the  sermon  I  might  say 
more,  but  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  subsequently  passed  it 
is  to  be  published,  and  your  readers  may  examine  and 
judge  for  themselves. 

On  the  second  day  of  the  session,  (Thursday,  Sept.  15,) 
it  was  determined  that  the  next  annual  meeting  be  holcleu 
in  Newark,  N  J.,  and  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  McDowell 
be  appointed  the  preacher,  and  Di.  Humphrey  alternate. 
The  reports  of  the  committees  on  the  .'everal  parts  of  the 
Annual  Report  were  then  received.  These  were,  for  the 
most  part,  merely  approvals  and  recommendations  of  ac¬ 
ceptance,  and  therefore  only  called  for  a  vote  of  the 
Board.  There  were,  however,  one  or  two  exceptions. — 
The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Annual 
Report  in  relation  to  Eastern  Asia  and  Oceanica,  referred 
the  attention  of  the  Board  to  some  expressions  iu  it,  in  re¬ 
lation  to  Ibe  missionaries  being  so  much  engaged  as  phy- 
siciaas.  These  expressions  seemed  to  reveal  some  doubts 
in  the  minds  of  the  Prudential  Committee,  to  the  expe¬ 
diency  of  the  measure,  and  called  for  a  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  matter.  It  was  thus  brought  up  belore 
the  Board,  and  gave  rise  to  some  discussion.  A 
motion  was  first  made  to  recommit  the  report  on 
the  report,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  opinion  of 
the  committee  on  the  subject.  Two  of  the  members  of 
that  committee  then  gave  their  opinions  verbally,  and  the 
motion  was  amended,  to  refer  the  whole  subject  back  to 
the  Prudential  Committee.  The  amendment  was  accept¬ 
ed  and  finally  passed.  In  the  discussion  of  this  subject, 
the  arguments  for  and  against  the  propriety  of  metlical 
employment  on  the  part  of  missionaries,  were  in  substance 
as  follows :  It  was  .said  on  one  hand,  that  the  example  of 
the  Savior  and  Apostles  in  healing  the  sick,  showed  that 
it  was  proper;  that  benevolence  required  that  when  relief 
could  be  given  to  those  diseased,  it  should  not  be  withheld, 
and  that  a  door  for  missionary  labor  might  be  opened  by 
medical  labors.  The  case  of  Mr.  Parker  was  relerred  to 
as  snowing  this  to  be  true.  On  the  other  band  it  was  said, 
that  the  time  of  the  missionaries  was  consumed — they 
were  prevented  from  a  tending  to  more  appropiate  duties; 
their  health  was  liable  to  sustain  injury,  and  perhaps 
themselves  exposed  to  temptations  by  acting  in  the  capaci¬ 
ty  of  physicians ;  and  that  after  all,  by  the  too  immediate 
attention  drawn  to  the  missionary  when  he  undertook  to 
administer  to  the  sick,  it  was  doubtiul  whether  the  door 
for  usefulness  would  not  lather  be  closed  than  opened. 

The  next  resolution  which  was  offered  and  gave  rise  to 
discussion  in  the  Board,  and  was  hualy  adopted,  wgs  one 
of  the  following  import,  vig:  That  the  propriety  of  ap¬ 
pointing  an  additional  Secretary  of  the  Board,  to  reside 
ill  New-York,  be  taken  into  con.sideralion  by  (be  Pruden¬ 
tial  Committee,  and  a  temporary  apjHiiniment  be  n  ade  by 
them  if  they  deem  proper.  This  resolution  was,  I  believe, 
oppose  1  by  no  speaker,  but  advocated  by  two  or  three.  It 
was  said  that  New-York  exerted  a  great  influence  on  the 
church,  especially  to  the  south  and  wesi,  and  was  in  hself 
liberal,  and  therefore  the  measure  was  important — that  the 
Secretaries  in  Boston  found  enough  to  do  at  home— ibal 
this  measure  was  one  which  had  been  proposed  by  a  num¬ 
ber  of  ministers  in  New- Jersey,  and  also,  that  it  would  be 
very  convenient  to  have  a  S.-creiary  in  New-York,  as  oft¬ 
en  missionaries  could  sail  best  Irom  that  port,  and  com¬ 
munications  of  various  sorts  could  better  be  attended  to 
there. 

The  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Annual  Report  relat¬ 
ing  to  domestic  operations,  took  occasion  in  their  leportto 
mtroduce  several  resolutions,  tha  general  purport  of 
which  was,  to  express  a  sense  of  obligation  to  greater  ex¬ 
ertion  on  the  part  of  Christians  for  the  conve  sion  of  the 
world.  On  them  there  were  several  addresses  deliveicd 
of  a  very  interesting  nature,  by  Drs.  Humphrey,  Beech¬ 
er,  McAnley,  Mr.  Bacon,  and  some  others— but  to  these  I 
should  despair  of  doing  any  thing  like  ju.stice,  and  there¬ 
fore  shall  say  nothing  mure  of  them.  In  the  afternoon  the 
sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  was  administered  in  the 
Central  church,  and  in  the  evening,  parts  of  the  Annual 
Report  were  read  and  addresses  delivered  before  acroad- 
ad  audience,  by  Messrs,  Hollis  Reed,  Abael,  Plumer, 
and  Dr.  Beecher.  Small  pieces  of  paper  were  disiribut- 
eJ  in  the  pews,  and  it  waa  requested  that  every  one  would 
write  down  bis  name,  and  the  sum  he  was  willing  to  give 
u>  the  cause  ol  foreign  missions  during  the  present  year, 
aad  alto  Uuu  tba  cicrgJiMa  preawu  would  pledge  Uteir 


dom  in  religion  that  we  do  in  other  matters.  Let  these 
men  come  in  and  do  the  best  they  can.  We  who  are  old 
want  to  know  who  are  to  fill  our  places  when  we  lay  our 
heads  in  the  dust.  And  we  had  rather  give  up  our  con- 

ga vgaatiott*  <saa«  of  x^ur  own  <t'cacono  than  lanVP  thpm  tO 

waste  seven  or  eight  years  till  young  men  can  be  trained 
up  to  lake  care  of  them. 

Sir,  it  is  not  only  true  that  the  world  will  have  preach¬ 
ers,  but,  sir,  God  will  have  preachers  for  ihe.se  places. — 
This  is  the  reason  why  our  Baptist  and  Methodist  breth¬ 
ren  are  coming  in  to  many  places ;  they  supply  the  wants 
which  WE  have  neglected. 

We  have  some  men  now  in  the  ministry  among  us,  who 
came  in  poorly  prepared,  who,  if  there  had  been  an  in¬ 
stitution  like  what  I  speak  of,  would  not  have  been 
all  their  lives  so  burdened  as  they  are  with  their  own  de¬ 
ficiencies.  I  knew  a  young  man  in  Massachusetts  40  years 
ago,  who  experienced  religion,  as  he  thought,  and  desired 
to  go  into  the  ministry.  But  he  had  no  property,  and 
there  vras  then  no  theological  seminary  and  no  Education 
Society  to  take  him  by  the  hand,  and  he  gave  it  up  in  des¬ 
pair.  He  married,  and  entered  into  business,  as  he  sup¬ 
posed,  for  life,  because  he  thought  there  was  no  way  in 
which  he  could  be  prepared  to  preach.  At  length  he  was 
called  for  some  purpose  to  lake  a  journey  into  this  region 
of  country,  and  in  passing  up  Connecticut  river,  then 
across  to  the  lake,  and  so  down  again,  he  hardly  passed  a 
Congregational  minister.  The  next  year  he  was  called 
to  travel  in  what  was  then  called  the  Province  of  Maine, 
where  he  saw  similar  desolation: 


siouaries  under  the  direction  ol  the  American  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  and  also  of  the 
want  of  means  for  sending  them  forth,  this  Convention 
do  recommend  to  our  churches  that  they  make  special  el- 
forts  in  aid  of  the  treasury  of  said  Board. 

Resolved,  Thai  this  convention  approve,  and  commend 
to  the  patronage  of  the  churches  in  this  state,  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Doctrinal  Tract  Society. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  establish  a  depository 
of  the  publications  of  that  society  on  each  side  of  the 
mountain,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  devi.se 
ways  and  means  for  carrying  this  resolution  into  effect. 
Messrs.  Hooker,  Walker  and  Anderson,  are  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

The  committee  on  the  state  of  religion  made  a  report, 
Mr.  Child,  Chaiiman.  An  extract  will  be  found  in 
another  column.  Mr.  Merrill  moved  that  it  be  adopted, 
which  was  carried  without  debate. 

The  committee  appointed  to  devise  means  for  securing 
more  perfect  reports  on  the  state  of  religion  from  the  dis- 1 
trict  associations,  reported  a  plan  : 

1.  That  the  several  Associations  appoint  a  committee  I 
seasonably  to  gather  the  statistics  and  other  information  ^ 
pertaining  to  the  state  of  religion  within  their  bounds,  .so 
that  the  report  to  this  body  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  re¬ 
spective  associations,  and  signed  by  the  moderator. 

2.  That  the  reports  embrace  substantially  the  following 
particulars: 

(1.)  Number  of  churches,  settled  and  unsettled  minis¬ 
ters,  and  the  numerical  statistics  of  the  members. 

(2.)  The  stale  and  progress  ol  general  education. 

(3.)  The  internal  and  external  state  of  the  churches, 
such  as  revivals.  Sabbath  schools,  and  Bible  class  instruc¬ 
tion,  attention  to  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  church, 
children  of  ihe  church,  and  the  advance  which  religious 
influence  is  making  in  the  surrounding  community. 

(4.)  Temperance  cause  and  general  benevolence. 

The  committee  on  statistics  reported,  that  there  are 
connected  with  the  Convention,  12  Associations,  and  198  j 
churches;  87  having  pastors,  38  stated  supplies,  and  70 
destitute.  There  are  19  unsettled  ministers  in  the  state, 
and  14  licensed  candidates.  During  the  year,  13  minis¬ 
ters  have  been  ordained,  3  dismissed,  and  1  died.  The 


!,  and  none  to  occupy 
them.  His  heart  was  again  moved  about  going  into  the 
ministry,  so  that  he  could  scarcely  live,  but  he  dared  not 
do  it,  lor  he  had  been  brought  up  in  the  woods,  and  never 
had  what  would  now  be  called  six  months’  good  common 
schooling  in  his  life.  But  at  length  he  was  constrained  to 
go  into  the  ministry,  with  a  little  preparation.  He  never 
expected  to  be  on  a  level  with  those  who  had  enjoyed  bet¬ 
ter  advantages,  but  thought  perhaps  he  might  labor  in 
some  corner  and  do  a  little  good.  And  ho  has  been  30 
years  trying  to  preach,  laboiing  all  the  while  under  a 
sense  of  his  own  insufficiency.  And  now  he  leels  that  he 
can  say  to  this  convention,  in  the  same  language  that  once 
moved  the  heart  of  a  noble  queen  : 

"For  if  thou  altogether  boldest  thy  peace  at  this  time, 
then  shall  there  enlargement  and  deliverance  arise  to  the 
Jews  from  another  place,  but  thou  and  thy  lather’s  house 
.shall  be  destroyed ;  and  who  knoweih,  whether  thou  an 
comeih  to  the  kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  thisl 

Mr.  Meriill  hoped  the  remarks  would  be  confined  to 
the  common  ground,  whether  we  shall  have  an  institution. 
Let  us  get  that  settled  first  Perhap.t  a  majority  ot  the 
convention  may  run  away  from  me  and  make  suih  an  in¬ 
stitution  as  1  shall  not  like.  But  I  am  in  favor  of  an  in¬ 
stitution,  at  any  rate.  I  am  one  of  the  imstees  of  the  Do- 
me.siic  Missionary  Society,  and  have  beei  one  of  the  coui- 
inittee  ever  since  1807.  I  have  often  ooked  over  the 
stale,  and  looked  at  its  wants  and  its  means  of  supply,  auii 
I  see  no  other  way.  I  wish  the  secretary  of  our  mission¬ 
ary  society  might  be  called  on  to  stale  what  he  knows  on 
this  subject. 

The  moderator  then  called  on  Rev.  Ita  Iigrahsm,  the 
secretary,  who  said  he  was  not  prepared  on  he  .spot  to  go 
into  very  minute  details ;  but  he  would  state,  in  general, 
that  he  regarded  the  present  topic  as  one  ol  the  most  vi¬ 
tally  interesting  that  could  come  before  the  Convention. 
He  believed  the  people  of  Vermont  were  enirely  desti¬ 
tute  of  any  suitable  impression  of  the  extent  aid  nature 
of  the  wants  of  the  state.  The  want  of  minisitrs  is  the 
most  distressing  and  fearful.  The  Congregations  church¬ 
es  BOW  existing,  need  at  this  mouicni  60  additioml  minis¬ 
ters.  And  there  are  fields  in  which  rhurches  oujht  to  be 
formed,  that  need  50  more.  And  if  wc  are  to  jm^e  Irom 
the  present  state  of  things,  we  may  relinquish  allhope  of 
ever  being  furnished  from  any  portion  ol  the  ea  th  but

Rev.  L.  Johnson,  agent  of  the  American  Seamen’s 
Friend  Soeiety,  on  request,  was  heard  in  a  brief  state¬ 
ment  of  the  plans  and  objects  of  that  society.  The  agent 
requested  that  the  convention  would  assign,  a  month  or 
months  for  collections  in  behalf  of  that  society  among  the 
churches  of  the  state,  as  has  been  done  for  other  leading 
benevolent  enterprises.  The  subject  was  referred  to 
Messrs.  Merrill,  Child  and  Anderson,  who  reported  the 
following  resolution  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Seamen’s  Friend  Socie¬ 
ty,  in  the  opinion  of  this  convention,  is  d  oing  a  great  and 
good  work,  in  extending  the  blessings  of  the  gospel  to  our 
long  neglected  seamen,  and  deserves  the  patronage  and 
prayers  of  the  whole  Christian  church,  especially  at  the 
monthly  concert ;  and  that  the  month  of  May  in  each  year 
be  d'esijmaied  as  the  time  when  its  claims  may  be  present¬ 
ed  to  ine  churches  within  our  bounds,  and  collections 
taken  up  in  aid  of  the  benevolent  objects  of  the  soci  ‘ty. 

Rev.  Alvan  Nash,  of  Connecticut,  agent  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Education  Society,  made  a  brief  statement  in  regard 
to  the  Cluarterly  Register,  published  by  that  society.  He 
said  the  committee  deemed  it  important  to  extend  the 
circulation  of  that  work.  They  had  rather  have  a  sub¬ 
scriber  than  a  donation  of  equal  amount  with  the  price. 
In  future  each  number  is  to  contain  a  portrait  and  a 
biography  of  some  distinguished  minister  of  the  gospel. — 
The  present  volume  will  contaiu  a  complete  list  of  the 
Congregational  ministers  of  Vermont,  including  those 
who  have  been  settled  from  the  beginning;  and  also  a 
history  of  Middlebury  college.  I 

Mr.  Merrill,  from  the  committee  appointed  last  year  to 
collect  statistical  and  historical  facts  respecting  the  church¬ 
es  in  Vermont,  made  a  partial  report.  Much  difficulty 
and  delay  had  been  experienced.  Report*  had  been  com¬ 
pleted  from  only  two  counties,  Addison  and  Caledonia. 
The  subject  was  referred  to  Messrs.  Merrill,  Hazen  and 
Chapin,  to  report  what  further  should  be  done.  They  sub¬ 
sequently  reported  that  the  committee  appointed  last  year 
should  ^  continued,  vacancies  fiilled,  azid  renewed  efforts 
to  complete  the  accouat. 

The  suliject  of  lenaperance  waa  intnoduced,  aad  some 
remarks  called  for  and  heard  from  Professor  Hongh— 
some  remarks  on  the  select  of  petiiioniag  the  legislature 
to  prohibit  by  law  the  sale  of  ardent  spirita  A  form  of  a 
petition  was  read,  and  copies  circulated  among  the  mem- 
I  beta.  Some  desultory  conversation  took  place.  Several 
r  members  expressed  Ihemselvea  favorable  to  the  proposi- 
’  tion.  Some  doabted.  One  gentleman  said  the  keeper  of 


to  show  nut  only  the  expediency,  but  the  absoltiie  necessi- 
ly  and  duty,  now  to  make  a  vigorous  cll'ort  to  furnish  the 
mcilities  within  our  bounds,  lor  pious  young  men  to  obtain 


a  thorough  theological  education. 

This  resolution  called  forth  the  most  extended  discus¬ 
sion  that  took  place  during  the  session  ;  which  was  con- 


repnrting  of  non-resident  members.  Some  reported  all, 
and  others  only  those  who  were  resident  in  the  parish  or 
its  vicinity.  One  church  under  a  former  pastor  reported 
150  members,  whereas  the  present  pastor  had  not  been 
able  to  find  more  than  70  or  80. 

Messrs.  Child,  ^1  ilden  and  Steele,  ot  Rutland  A’wocia- 
tioD,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  a  Pastoral 
Letter,  to  be  siibmitied  to  the  next  General  Convention. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  communion  sermon  was  preached 
by  Rev.  Charles  Walker.  Text— “  Ye  are  not  your  own, 
for  ye  are  bought  with  a  price,  therefore,  glorify  God  with 
your  bodies  and  your  spirits,  which  are  God’s.”  The 
body  of  the  sermon  comprised  a  very  instructive  elucida¬ 
tion  of  what  it  is  to  glorify  God.  Some  of  the  inferences 
were  of  rather  loo  censorious  a  character  for  a  commu¬ 
nion  sermon.  The  Lord’s  Supper  was  administered  by 
Mr.  Hooker  of  Bennington,  and  Mi,  Blanchard  of  Low¬ 
ell,  Mass.  The  remarks  and  prayer  of  the  latter  were 
admirably  pacific  and  spiritual.  A  very  large  body  of 
ministers  and  Christians  united  in  the  solemn  service. 

On  resuming  business,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to 
those  genilemen  who  contribute  SIOO  each  for  the  support 
of  the  secretary  of  the  Vermont  Domestic  Missionary  So- j 
rieiy.

The  Green  Mountains  divide 
U.S,  and  we  have  two  colleges,  and  there  are  so  many  oth¬ 
er  interests  to  reconcile,  that  the  committee  needs  to  be 
selected  with  caie. 

President  Wheeler  thought  it  best  for  the  coveniion  first 
to  discuss  the  question  fully,  whether  it  is  best  to  have  a 
seminary.  If  that  is  settled,  then  we  ean  have  a  com- 


ihe  slate  govern  mem  under  which  we  live,  nor  of  the  na¬ 
tional  government,  with  the  exception  of  the  District  of 


Columbia  and  the  territories  of  the  United  States.  In  re¬ 
lation  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  citizens  of  our 
state  have  long  been  desirous,  and  have  often  expressed 
that  desire  in  petitions,  that  the  National  Government 
would  abolish  slavery  and  the  slave  trade  within  its 
bonnds.

'We 
cannot  regard  it  in  any  other  light  than  as  the  most  por¬ 
tentous  evil  that  threatens  onr  country ;  and  as  such  we 
earnestly  recommend  to  all  a  consideration  of  the  subject 
in  the  light  of  out  Savior,  that  in  all  things  we  should  do 
unto  others  as  we  would  that  they  should  do  unto  us ;  and 
also  in  the  light  ot  the  historical  certainty,  that  the  insti-

on  those  who  are  traveling  on  the  Lord’s  day. 
which  I  witnessed  last  Sabbaih  is  but  a  sample  of  what  i.' 
to  be  seen  on  that  day  throughout  our  country — and  the 
place  of  which  I  speak  was  a  comparatively  retired  man- 
ufaciuring  village.  The  tavern  is  called  very  respectable. 
But  before  the  hour  for  worship  arrived,  I  found  that  a 
throng  of  young  men  had  gathered  around  a  livery  stable 
near  at  hand.  Horses  were  saddled,  and  young  men 
mourned  ibem  and  rode  off.  Carriages  of  all  descriptions, 
the  buggy,  sulkey,  chaise,  and  hack,  were  put  in  motion, 
and  the  rattling  of  wheels  was  quite  as  constant  as  on  a 
week  day.  The  noise  and  bustle  continued  to  increase- 
intemperate  men  were  seen  iu  the  streets — oaths  poured 
in,  literally,  in  torrents  at  my  windows;  and  what  shocked 


ag  nctes  connected  with  the  Board.  These  have  beeti 
much  as  in  former  years — with  ihe  exception  of  Souiheru 
New  England,  tbe  general  superintenoeuce  of  whicU  has 
beeu  undertaken  by  Rev.  Mr.  Bardwell,  together  with  his 
pastoral  charge.  The  duites  of  agent  he  jierlorms  wiih- 
out  salary  irom  the  Board,  being supjiorted  by  htsown  peo¬ 
ple.  Whether  this  experiment  ot  dispeusing,  to  a  large 
extent,  with  the  services  ol  agutiLs,  will  prove  successful, 
is  yet  to  be  seen  If  it  tails  iu  this  field,  pecuiiaily  lavor- 
able,  it  cannot  be  expected  to  succeed  elsvwhere. 

The  different  missionary  stations  next  pas.sed  under  re¬ 
view  in  the  Report.  The  information  which  it  embodied 
and  arranged  has,  for  the  most  part,  already  been  laid  be 
fore  the  public,  in  the  Missionaiy  Ueiald.  In  conclusion, 
a  concise  and  lucid  view  was  given  of  the  plans  uf  the 
PruJeuiial  Committee,  in  regard  to  future  mi.ssionar) 
operatipus.  To  us  this  was  by  far  the  most  interesting 
portion  of  the  Report.  The  plan  showed  a  minute  know¬ 
ledge,  so  far  as  the  means  of  knowledge  exist,  respecting 
the  countries  to  be  brought  under  the  influence  of  ihe  gos¬ 
pel — and  an  enlightened  and  compiehensive  view  of  the 
uisiru mentality  by  which  the  work  is  to  be  effected.  Tbe 
committee  regard  the  project  of  extending  the  empire  ol 
Christianity  tnrongh  the  world,  as  neither  visionary,  noi 
to  be  accomplished  by  miraclc-s.  They  think  appropriate 
means  must  be  emplo)  ed — though  they  look  to  tbe  blessing 
of  heaven  to  make  the  means  effeciital.  These  means 
are,  the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  toe  preas,  and  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  ine  people.  They  suppose  that  lor  the  portion  ol 
the  work  to  be  done  by  American  Christians,  12M  ordain 
ed  missionaries,  and  300  assistants,  in  addition  lo  those 
now  in  the  field,  might  be  demanded.  And  this  agency 
migat  be  managed  by  one  Board.  One  Secretary  niighi 


AMERICAN  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OP  USE¬ 
FUL  KNOWLEDGE. 

On  Friday  morning  at  8  o’clock,  a  meeting  waa  held  in  the 
Coulereuce  room  of  the  Ci-iitre  church,  to  consider  the  slait 
>t  the  press  and  the  efiurts  ofinfideliiy  in  this  country.  Rev. 
Dr.  Day  was  chosen  |ir«sident,  and  Rev.  'I'.  H.  Galiaudet, 
secretary.  Rev.  Gorham  D.  Abbot  made  a  great  variety  ot 
niteresliiig  and  striking  statenicnis,  in  regard  to  these  points. 
tVhen  listening  to  them,  we  could  not  but  ii  qn.re,  how  liitle 
-^liort  ot  madness  is  it  fur  niiiiisiers  to  spend  any  purtum  oi 
heir  lime  and  energies  in  checking  each  other’s  influence, 
and  impeding  each  other’s  operations. 

A  resolution  approving  ol  the  objects  and  plans  of  the  so¬ 
ciety,  and  pledging  support,  so  far  as  the  measures  shall  be 
judicious,  was  offered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Galiaudet. 

filome  difficulties  were  suggested  for  consideration,  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Bacon.  Mr.  Abbot  remarked,  in  geneial,  that  those  ob¬ 
jections  had  been  considered  by  the  committee,  and  had,  in 
iiieir  view,  been  successfully  met.  At  any  rate,  the  difficul 
lies  have  been  met  in  Europe,  and  whai  has  been  done  there 
can  be  done  in  America.  Fuiiher  remarks  were  made  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Galiaudet  and  Rev.  Dr.  Beecher. 

Tbe  subject  is  one  of  deep  iniertst,  and  deserves  cool,  de¬ 
liberate,  and  thorough  ezaminalion.  Nothing  respecting 
It  snould  be  resolved  on,  which  has  not  been  inatur  d. 

President  Allen  inov^  to  omit  a  portion  of  the  resolu¬ 
tion  so  as  to  express  approbation  of  the  leadiug  design  of  the 
Society. 

The  resolution  thus  amended  passed  the  meeting.  76.

Another  plea  for  Missions- Entitled  “  An  earnest  ap¬ 
peal  to  Christians  on  the  duty  of  making  efforts  and  sacrifi¬ 
ces  for  the  conversion  of  the  seoi'ld,  by  W,  C.  Brownlee,  D. 
D.,  of  the  Middle  and  North  Dutch  Churches,  New-  York." 

The  new  work  which  bears  the  above  title  is  a  hand¬ 
somely  executed  and  attractive  I8mo.  of  150  pages,  from 
the  press  of  Mr.  John  S.  Taylor.  This  little  volume  is  an 
able  and  impassioned  appeal  to  the  Christian  church  in 
behalf  of  the  cause  of  Missions.  The  general  plan  of  Ihe 
discussion  is,  Id,  A  brief  view  of  the  work  to  be  accom¬ 
plished— lAe  conversion  of  the  world ;  2d.  The  means  by 
which  this  great  work  is  to  be  accomplished ;  3d.  The 
motives  are  presented  which  should  constrain  every  fol¬ 
lower  of  the  Redeemer  to  employ  these  means.  “  The 
church,”  says  Dr.  Brownlee,  “  is  one  boiLsehold  of  faith — 
it  is  one  great  missionary  society.  Each  member  thereof 
is  a  missionary .”  [See  page  27.]  In  illustrating  the  mis¬ 
sionary  principle,  Dr.  B.  urges  an  increased  attention  to 
the  monthly  conceri  of  prayer

Stockholm,  Aug  12  — The  Slutestedning  of  to-day  announ¬ 
ces,  that  on  Ihe  3lst  of  May,  Ihis  year,  a  treaty  was  concl-.ded  be¬ 
tween  his  Majesty  and  ihe  King  of  ih.  French  for  ihe  abolition  of 
the  slave  trade.  It  was  raiifii’d  at  Paris  on  the  30th  of  June,  and 
here  on  the  9ih  of  July.— Ham/ivrgti  paper. 


American  Board. — We  have  recently  seen  and  heard  t 
personally  from  several  of  the  missionaries  who  have  i 
been  accepted  by  tbe  American  Board,  but  are  now  in  sus-  i 
pense  because  of  the  uncertainty  about  the  resources  ol  s 
the  Board.  And  when  we  witnessed  the  spirit  they  exhib-  i 
iied,  we  thought  within  ourselves,  “  Surely,  it  cannot  be  i 
that  the  churches  of  America  will  withhold  the  means  for  ; 
-ending  out  such  laborers.”  And  we  hope  they  will  not 
keep  I  hem  in  suspense,  or  cause  them  to  lose  a  year  by 
delay.  Every  hour  is  now  a  loss,  that  is  not  improved  by 
them  in  preparation.  Brethren,  do  not  wait  for  agents. 

Three  Mistakf.s. — The  Vermont  Chronicle  thus  sum¬ 
marily  disposes  of  the  documentary  evidence  which  we 
have  been  publishing : 

“  But  the  evidenca.  Thus  far  it  consists  of  letters  col¬ 
lected  by  an  evangelist,  Irom  his  particular  friends,  to  sus- 
-aiD  his  own  credit ;  and  that  evangelist  is  known  lo  be  an 
active  and  successful  agent  of  the  paper  that  publishes  tbe 
lestimony.  How  much  weight  such  exparte  testimony, 
.'O  collected  and  .so  publi'hed,  ought  to  have,  we  leave  it 
to  the  judicious  to  determine.” 

Mistake  1.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  letters  were 
not  “  writien  by  an  evangelist,”  but  by  distinguished  min¬ 
isters  in  Vermont,  to  meet  the  wrong  representations  with 
which  it  was  attempted  lo  put  down  a  certain  system  of 
meetings. 

Mistake  2.  “That  evangelist  is”  nef"  known  lo  bean 
active  and  successful  agent,”  nor  is  he  an  agent  at  all,  ol 
ttis  paper.  Mr.  Burchard  has  never  been,  in  any  sense, 
an  agent  of  this  paper.  He  pays  for  his  own  paper,  at  the 
U'Ual  rate,  in  money,  and  for  one  or  two  numbers  sent  to 
his  family  connections.  He  has  never  received,  to  out 
knowledge,  a  commission  as  agent,  or  a  cent  of  profit,  nor 
do  we  recollect  of  his  ever  having  procured  us  so  many 
as  half  a  dozen  subscribers. 

Mistake  3.  The  Chronicle,  in  the  same  article,  repre¬ 
sents  the  New-York  Evangelist  as  having  asserted  that  ' 
ihe  history  of  the  last  few  years  has  shown  “  that  revivals 
arc  to  be  expected  only  where  evangeli.'is  are  employed.” 
In  the  Evangelist  of  August  27ih,  we  ventured  tbe  follow¬ 
ing  remarks,  which  we  hope  our  editorial  brethren  will 
Slate  truly  hereattcr,  whenever  they  have  occasion  to  re¬ 
fer  to  them : 

“  Now  it  is  worthy  of  note,  that  during  the  last  five 
years  there  have  been  very  few  revivals  of  religion,  ex 
i-ept  under  the  influence  of  protracted  meetinp,  or  .some 
exercises  subsianiially  equivalent  to  them.

'Uccessful  to  a  great  degree,  exc^t  those  which  have  en

;  a  greater  zeal  on  the  part 
of  Sabbath  school  teachers  in  communicating  missionary 
intelligence  to  their  pupils ;  and  clearly  demonstrates  the 
vital  importance  of  the  Bible,  Tract,  Education  and  oth*r  * 
kindred  societies  in  the  great  enterprise  of  the  world’s  ^ 
conversion.  This  excellent  work  cannot  fail  of  being 
eminently  useful.  It  meets  tbe  attention  of  all  who  labor 
and  pray  for  the  prosperity  ol  Zion.  O. 

From  a  note  in  this  work,  we  copy  the  following  inci¬
